Claims 6 and 12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art of record fails to disclose or render obvious an electromagnetic clutch 
comprising a rotor, an electromagnetic force generator, an armature, a coupler, 
and leaf springs. The prior art particularly fails to disclose the coupler including a 
connecting member, the connecting member having mounting portions to which 
inner ends of the respective leaf springs are attached, and the inner ends of the 
leaf springs are formed as a folded portion, the folded portion clamping the 
corresponding mounting portion therein.
